By contribut- 
ing both pattern and color, wallpa- 
pers strikingly enhance your decorative 
scheme. Nothing brings color and beau- 
ty so quickly and economically into your 
home as Imperial Washable Wallpapers. 


Here is the “secret” of wall decoration 
in a nutshell: In choosing wallpaper 
for a room, basically you consider the 
size, height, light and character of that 
room. And you relate the color, design 
and feeling of the paper to those de- 
mands. Briefly, we should consider: 


Pattern in relation to the physical character- 
istics of the house and its rooms. 


Color to establish atmosphere or mood and 
to determine the room color scheme. 


Wallpaper should be consistent in feeling with 
the architecture of the house and its furnish- 
ings. For the house of formal feeling you 
should select wallpaper which suggests an at- 
mosphere of elegance. For the informal house, 
select backgrounds which are simple in feeling, 
gay and bright in color, and characterized by 
grace and simplicity of design. 


If you possess distinguished mantelpieces and 
woodwork, papers should be keyed to these 
details. Extremely simple mantels and wood- 
work, particularly if painted, allow great lati- 
tude in the choice of wallpapers, but where 
definite period details are already built in, 
great care should be taken in using paper with 
appropriate pattern. 


Materials used in the structure of the mantel 
should be considered in the decorative scheme. 
Since fireplaces are logically the center of in- 
terest in any room, a setting should be given 
them that befits their importance. Color, as 
well as pattern, must be carefully chosen. 


Generally, size of pattern should be in scale 
with the room. Large patterns make a small 


room seem smaller, the exception being scenics, 
which seem to open up the room by leading 
the eye beyond the walls. Boldly patterned, in- 
tensely colored papers have a tendency to con- 
vert small rooms into cages. When a small 
pattern is used in a small room, not overly 
light, the background is not obtrusive and the 
room seems less cramped, less shut in. The 
most satisfactory results for small rooms are 
achieved with light-toned wallpapers show- 
ing small scaled patterns such as rosettes, me- 
dallions, delicate leaf forms, and conventional 
motifs. Diamonds are good if they are kept 
fairly small in scale and pastel in coloring. 


For a large room we are less restricted in the 
choice of pattern and color. We avoid tiny, 
insignificant patterns since they make the walls 
seem lost and aimless. Large scale patterns 
lend dignity and distinction to spacious rooms 
giving them character and importance. A 
large room attains a more homelike air when 
papered with an important design in rich col- 
orings and I also like to use, for such rooms, 
well-defined scenics, damasks, large florals 
and foliage types of wallpapers. 


While the design of the wallpaper gives char- 
acter to the room and emphasizes the style 
suggested by the furnishings, the selection 

a color is also important, since the effecifof 
color is so powerful. Bright, clear colors tend 
to create a feeling of radiance; subdued colo 
have a quieting effect. 


You should consider the exposure of your 
rooms. As a rule, southern and western ex- 
posures receive a bright light. Cool colors, 
such as gray, lavender, blue or green are in- 
dicated. A room with northern exposure re- 
ceives a cold light, and more attractive decora- 
tive results are obtained by using warm, glow- 
ing colors. Excellent choices are cream, tan, 
yellow, pink, rose, and peach. Do not feel, 
however, that these color rules are rigid, for 
personal preference should guide your choice. 


Today certain colors are not definitely as- 
signed to any room. We may well use so-called 
“bedroom colors” of peach, aqua, blue, yellow 
and ivory in living rooms, and in turn choose 
rich, intense colors for bedrooms. The purpose 
of a room, the colors of rugs, draperies and 
furniture should determine the selection of 
color for your wallpaper. Deep, intense colors 
darken a room and appear to reduce its size. 
Shades such as maroon, deep blue, Empire 
green, cocoa brown, are therefore logical 
choices for rooms where a snug air of seclu- 
sion is desired. Tones of beige, brown, green, 
maroon and deep-toned blue are consistent 
with a sturdy, substantial type of decoration. 
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Feeling 


Your wallpaper offers unusual opportunity to 
“tie together” the various color elements of 
your rooms in a harmonious effect. If you are 
redecorating a room from top to bottom, the 
wallpaper will establish your color scheme 
when selecting fabrics or furniture covers, 
draperies and rugs. If you are not buying new 
furnishings, you should select a paper blending 
with the established color scheme. 


Where one color already predominates, my 
preference is for a contrasting background 
which will repeat one of the color notes in 
the decorative scheme of the room and serve 
as a foil to the predominant color. For in- 
stance, a living room with cedar rose rug, and 
rosy tones in the furniture coverings, may have 
a chair or two covered in medium or powder 
blue, and flowered draperies in shades of rose 
and blue. By using a soft blue background with 
the added interest of pattern the large areas 
of warm rose shades are set off to advantage, 
and the blue accents are emphasized. 


Se On conservative treatment is desired, 
choose paper neutral in background with the 
repeating colors of your furnishings. 


Study the colors in your room—then study the 
colors and balance of color in the paper you 


hoose. Keep in mind that the combination of 
$ on any particular Imperial pattern has

Fa ae Therefore, you can use the various colors 
ae Cth in the paper for the balance of the 
room—draperies, furniture coverings, rugs and 
accessories. 


When the wood trim is oak, walnut, pine or 
mahogany in natural or dark finish, take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to enhance these 
wood tones. Select rich colors for the paper 
such as soft yellow, peach, terra cotta, warm 
greens or blues. Avoid white or light back- 
ground papers as the contrast between paper 
and trim is too startling. If the trim is to be 
painted, use white, ivory or the background 
color of your Imperial Washable Wallpaper. 
Then one of the colors in the pattern can be 
used for draperies, another one for furniture 
coverings or rugs. 


Colored ceilings lend additional interest to a 
room. They may match the background of the 
wallpaper or contrast to it. Intense rich col- 
ors will tend to lower a high ceiling and are 
used to best advantage in spacious rooms. On 
the other hand, pastel ceilings matching the 
wallpaper give a feeling of color continuity 
helpful in giving an illusion of greater size.

The background of the entrance hall 
* is all-important in creating a pleasant 
first impression. I like to use pattern and 
color in a generous . . . almost a lavish 
manner. The hall is often a bit formal in 
treatment . . . its furnishings are more or 
less limited and conventional . . . so we 
must rely upon the wallpaper to take over 
the lion’s share of the decoration. 


Scenics are always excellent. Large floral 
patterns are not amiss, particularly the 
colorful chintz types for Colonial houses. 
Conventional designs have dignity, as do 
the diamond and trellis types of design. 
Chinese papers add a decorative note. . .

tern or a regularly spaced Chinese motif. 
For important halls select designs which 
are bold in scale and do not hesitate to

* For a Georgian hall, where fine panel- 
ing and a dado are shown, a wallpaper in 
block arrangement lends dignity that is 
in accord with the architectural features 
of 18th Century rooms. Luxuriant florals, 
fruits and scenics are well adapted. 


IMPORTANT FIRST IMPRESSION 


* Regency halls, with their finely propor- 
tioned backgrounds, and furnishings of 
classic derivation, have a formal air which 
should be echoed by the wallpaper. In 
Selecting your paper look for a hint of 
elegance and sophistication. 


* Modern halls take kindly to bold stripes 
in subtle combinations of color. A ceiling 
of intense color which repeats one of the 
tones in the stripe offers a decorative treat- 
ment which is new and smart. Contrasting 
colors may also be used for ceilings. 


* Modern living rooms require stylized 
designs, and these may be of leaf forms, of 
flowers, or adaptations of classic motifs. 
Stripes are always good, and the combina- 
tion of patterned wallpapers with papers 
of solid color is also favored.

* Early American, Cape Cod and French 
Provincial living rooms gain added charm 
through the use of a toile or an allover 
design with gay colors to emphasize the 
informality of these styles. 


Living Noms... 
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~" living rooms the background is vitally: 
important since it sets the mood of the 
room. A pleasant harmony should be sought 
between the various decorative elements, such 
as wallpaper, rugs, draperies and furniture 
coverings. Consideration should also be given 
to the ensemble effect of adjoining rooms. 
Since the openings to the hall and dining room 
are generally large, a more favorable impres- 
sion is gained when the backgrounds of the 
two rooms are harmonious and create an agree- 
able continuity of color. 


Rooms with dark wood trim take deep rich 
colorings, while ivory or white trim will set 
off a more delicately toned color scheme. 


If you own some period furniture, capitalize 
on these possessions by using a wallpaper 
whose design is inspired by the same period. 
If your furniture has no lineage of which to 
boast, a distinctive wallpaper will contribute 
the decorative quality which is needed. 


* Victorian living rooms possess an air of 
coziness which wallpaper will accentuate. 
Deep, rich colors and large designs are 
desirable. Since Victorian rooms usually 
are large, they take diamond patterns, 
floral clusters and scenics to good effect. 


* Federal American rooms look their best 
with wallpapers of rich colorings, and de- 
signs which are classic in inspiration. 
Swags, garlands, urns and wreaths are 
good—as are stripes which may be used 
with deep swag borders. 


SHOULD HAVE CHARACTER...SO AVOID THE COMMONPLACE 


* Colonial rooms acquire added grace and 
charm when papered in medallion, rosette 
or classic motifs. Striped wallpapers, 
wreath, foliage and floral patterns lend an 
oldtime flavor to Colonial interiors. 


Dining NOMS... 


‘ke The dining room offers every oppor- 
tunity for the choice of a highly deco- 
rative wallpaper. While dignity should be 
stressed, it should be combined with cheer 
and graciousness and be expressive of hos- 
pitality. Fanciful and imaginative papers 
are stimulating in effect. 


Interesting architectural features are always 
set off by a colorful wallpaper. When da- 
does or wainscots are of wood paint them 
to match the trim of the room, the ground 
color of the paper, or a contrasting color. 
If a painted chair rail is used the area be- 
low it may be papered or painted. Even 
more interesting is the new Imperial dado 
which strikingly complements the pat- 
terned paper used effectively above it (see 
first sketch next page).

* Modern furniture is shown to best ad- 
vantage against papers which give the 
clean-cut effect characteristic of all mod- 
ern design. Papers of abstract design and 
stylized leaf or floral forms are excellent. 


* Scenics possess an imaginative quality 
adapting them to dining rooms of formal 
or informal character. For Colonial rooms 
they contribute a mellow atmosphere in 
complete harmony with the traditional 
pieces favored for dining rooms. There are 
many different types ... allover woodland 
scenes, pastoral motifs and Chinoiseries. 


' 


* When living room and dining room are com- 
bined, a figured stripe of important scale and rich 
color is suggested for the dining end. The other 
walls should be restrained in pattern and should 
repeat one of the colors from the floral paper. 
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* Adjoining rooms should have har- 
monious colors in order to tie 
together or ensemble their decorative 
schemes. The new six-pattern Imperial 
Ensembles ... keyed to your favorite 
color... were created to attain this pleas- 
ant effect and to solve the perplexing 
problem of how to paper adjoining 
rooms. The papers have been styled so 
carefully that any combination within 
the color group . . . any two, three, four, 
five or six .. . may be used together for 
adjoining rooms.

We need not paper two rooms alike just 
because they are joined by a large arch 
or doorway, and the best effect is gained 
when one paper serves as a foil to the 
other. To give this effect scale, pattern 
and color must be considered. Scale is 
important because there must be variety 
of sizes in the motifs so monotony is

avoided. Contrast of pattern is necessary 
but there should be a close relationship 
of design... if one paper is formal 
do not use a quaint paper next to it. 
Do not use two scenics for adjoining 
rooms, two diamond patterns or similar

Preferably, one color should predomi- 
nate and accents of this dominant color 
should appear in the other papers en- 
sembled with the one which offers the 
key for the color scheme. All papers may 
not carry the same colored ground but 
should a rose background wallpaper be 
used for one room, this same color 
should appear in the design of at least 
one of the papers completing the group. © 
Through this treatment there is an agree- 
able continuity of color even when back- 
grounds of companion or ensemble pa- 
pers contrast to each other. 


* Exquisite color harmony gives vibrancy to this 
group ensembled for upstairs rooms... for bed- 
rooms, bath and dressing room, or for two bed- 
rooms with connecting bath. Diversity of pattern 
is attained by naturalistic motifs of reeds and 
cranes... a self-toned plaid and a gay floral de- 
sign. T he glowing rose predominating in the plaid 
contrasts to the powder blue ground of the bath. 
room pattern ... and these colors, accentuated 
by leaf green and mauve, are gathered together 
in the hues of the flowered paper. 


* Striped wallpapers showing stylized 
florals, vines or foliage motifs offer ideal 
backgrounds for modern bedrooms. Com- 
panion papers in subtle combinations of 
color also afford unusual possibilities for 
delightful decorative schemes.

Valance boards over 
windows are appropriate and may be made 
most interesting by mounting wallpaper 
borders on thin wooden boards. 


* Interesting architectural features—such 
as a vrecess for dresser or bed—may be em- 
phasized by the harmonious combination 
of two wallpapers. For recess use a highly | 
decorative paper, then repeat the back- 
ground color of the patterned wallpaper 
for the other walls—using a plain paper 
or a stripe.

* Boys’ rooms should have a sturdy, masculine air re- 
gardless of the age of their occupants. Consequently 
the pastel tones of pinks and blues are out of place. 
Nautical motifs are favored and air-minded boys like 
papers with planes, dirigibles and balloons. For the 
older boy, stripes, plaids and conventional designs are 
good, but the colors should not be delicate. Medium 
blues, beige, yellow, red, brown, navy and terra cotta 
are excellent and, of course, the ever-popular red, 
white and blue!

GIRLS’ ROOMS * RECREATION ROOMS 


* Girls’ rooms may be as daintily feminine as possible 
and exquisite colors of pink, peach, blue, green and 
mauve are in order. Floral wallpapers are appropriate, 
the size of the room determining the style of the pattern. 
Small sprig designs, tiny bouquets are charming, espe- 
cially for small rooms, while garlands, wreaths and large 
clusters of flowers contribute grace and beauty toa larger 
room. Satin stripes, two-toned or of contrasting colors, 
are especially lovely when topped by a floral or swag 
border. A colored ceiling will add the finishing touch. 
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* Recreation rooms can be stimulating and “different” 
because they are the center of so much entertaining. 
Wallpapers simulating woods, such as knotty pine, wal-
